A LEADING environmentalist has 
warned of the potential dangers of 
draining road-surface water into 
Pegwell Bay. 


The county council’s roads arm, Kent 
Highways, plans to drain surface water from 
the new East Kent Access road into the bay, 
whose designation as a National Nature 
Reserve marks it as one of the country’s most 
valuable environmental assets. 

It is also a Site of Special Scientific Interest. 

Only last autumn the Stour estuary at 
Pegwell and Sandwich Bay was named by the 
Environment Agency as among the worst 
2 per cent of river sections in Britain for water 
quality. 

Experts had announced the grim news after 
examining the results of a national water- 
resources survey showed the disastrous state 
of many of the country’s river systems. 

Dr Geoff Meaden, a former principal lectur- 
er in geography at Canterbury Christ Church 
University, said that even minor changes in 
the environment could spark a domino effect 
impacting on animals and plants. 

“It is often the case with road drainage that 
it simply goes untreated into the nearest 
waterway,” said Dr Meaden. 

“I have seen rainwater directly entering the 
River Stour in Canterbury via pipelines from 
the road and after a heavy shower this water 
can look disgusting.” 

Dr Meaden, who studies water-supply prob- 
lems, said: “This ‘dirty water from the roads 
will receive no filtering and go straight into

Pegwell Bay. It is the belief of quite a 
few scientists that water run-off from 
roads contributes quite significantly 
to poor river-water quality, and in 
this case I believe it can only have a 
negative effect on water quality in 
Pegwell Bay. 

“The water should be closely moni- 
tored for quality as it enters the bay, 
and remedial measures immediately 
applied if necessary.” 

The road is being built to alleviate 
congestion and provide another link 
in the isle’s road network. 

The stage being built, phase 2, 
entails a new road from Stonar Cut, 
near the Richborough power station 
site, to a roundabout at Sevenscore. 

There it splits in two, with one sec- 
tion carrying on north to a round- 
about on the A299, which is being 
turned into a dual carriageway west 
to Minster roundabout. 


Contamination 


The second stretch of road from 
Sevenscore will run to the Lord of 
the Manor junction on the outskirts 
of Ramsgate. 

A county council spokesman said 
measures such as pollution intercep- 
tors to stop contamination would be 
used and the effects of the water 
entering the bay would be “low to 


Dr Meaden responded: “On average 
this is probably correct. But every- 
thing is relative and sometimes the 
discharges will probably have a quite 
significant impact — at least to some 
more vulnerable species in the bay. 

“The real point is that the impacts 
can only be negative — it is one more 
source of pollution for the bay. 

“In the long term it is simply un- 
sustainable to keep dumping man- 
kind’s effluents into rivers or the sea.” 

The estuary is internationally 
important for its populations of wild- 
fowl and waders, which rely on it for 
food at a time of year when suste- 
nance can be a matter of life or death. 

Thanet councillor and geologist Dr 
Alasdair Bruce said: “There is con- 
cern that such wildlife does not have 
a strong enough voice and it will only 
be appreciated once it has departed.

“Estuary ecosystems are extraordi- 
narily fragile and can be vulnerable 
to even minor levels of pollution — 
such as contamination during the 
winter from de-icing road salt. 

“Rock salt, which is wholly alien to 
estuary conditions, could harm org- 
anisms that thrive in brackish water.” 

The outfall pipe runs from a pump- 
ing station to be built near a planned 
underpass at Cliffsend, just east of 
Foads Hill. 

It passes through agricultural land 
north of Cliffsend Road, crosses the 
A256 and continues along the dis- 
used hoverport access road. The out- 
let will be built near the disused 
hoverport car-park. 

The county council spokesman 
said: “This route was imposed upon 
us by the various regulatory bodies 
due to the sensitivities with the cliff 
face, which itself is a Site of Special 
Scientific Interest.” 

Inlets are prior to the pumping sta- 
tion and no water will join the 
pipeline between there and the bay, 
the spokesman said. 

The pipe, which is made of con- 
crete, will discharge into Pegwell Bay 
as it has been deemed the closest 
acceptable receptor of any surface 
water collected. 

The county council spokesman 
said: “Surface-water drainage from 
any development must be discharged 
to an outfall somewhere. 

“The pipe to Pegwell Bay is essen- 
tial due to the absence of other types 
of receptor in the vicinity of the 
pumping station. 

“There is chalk strata along the 


route of the proposed carriageway at 
the Lord of the Manor, but it is with- 
in a Zone 1 aquifer-protection zone 
which provides the water supply for 
the Isle of Thanet. 

“This prevents its use as a ‘soak- 
away outfall. The sea is therefore the 
closest acceptable outfall.” 

The route was imposed on the 
county council by regulatory bodies 
Natural England, the Environment 
Agency, the Royal Society for the 
Protection of Birds, the Kent Wildlife 
Trust, the Countryside Commission 
and English Heritage, which all had 
to be consulted about the scheme. 


Interceptors 


The council spokesman added: 
“The surface-water drainage design 
incorporates significant control 
measures to prevent pollutants 
reaching any of the scheme’s outfalls. 

“These measures include the use of 
trapped gullies and catchpit cham- 
bers and, most importantly, there 
will be pollution interceptors con- 
structed before every outfall, thereby 
significantly reducing the risk of con- 
tamination. 

“The pollution interceptors them- 
selves also incorporate automatic iso- 
lation valves which close the system 
in the event of a major spill.” 

However, Dr Meaden pointed to a 
Kent County Council report pub- 
lished in August 2010 that states 
“the use of Sustainable Drainage 
Systems (SUDS) can also contribute 
to reducing water pollution by reduc- 
ing road run-off which is an impor- 
tant source of pollutants”. 


Wife targeted in hate campaign 


SICK Robert Douglas made a publi- 
can and his wife's lives a misery for 
six months by bombarding them 
with abusive texts, letters and tele- 
phone calls. 

Douglas, 58, of Trinity Square, 
Margate, even put cards in a 
newsagent’s window offering Deborah 
Davies’ services as a masseuse. 

He admitted at Margate court 
harassing Mrs Davies and husband 
David of the town’s Northern Belle 
pub. He has now been banned from 
going to the pub or contacting the 
couple ever again. 

Richard Parkin, prosecuting, said 
Douglas started his campaign on 


Boxing Day last year and carried on 
his vendetta until July 28. 

The lighting engineer, who works 
at the Leas Cliff Hall in Folkestone, 
had a crush on Mrs Davies but start- 
ed a hate campaign when his ardour 
was not reciprocated. 

He sent abusive texts about how 
regulars were running a sweep to see 
who would sleep with Mrs Davies — 
and then said the abuse would 
be prolonged. 

But Douglas came unstuck when 
he put the advert in a newsagent’s 
window as he was seen on CCTV. 

The couple were able to pick him 
out instantly when shown by police. 


He denied the harassment and 
then claimed he had had an affair 
with Mrs Davies and was jealous of 
her new husband. 

Roger Davies, defending, said 
Douglas was not the only former cus- 
tomer spreading nasty gossip about 
the couple. 

He said: “A number of people car- 
ried out various actions, but Mr 
Douglas confined himself to the writ- 
ten word. What he has done has 
caused upset. He was generally 
insulting and caused upset. There 
will be no repetition.” 

The case was adjourned until 
Friday, September 3, for sentence.

Leg of lamb sees Bench 
stewing over court case 


JAILBIRD Tristan Woods stole a 
leg of lamb from a supermarket just 
six days after his release from 
prison, a court was told. 

Woods, 36, of Newcastle Hill, 
Ramsgate, was picked up after a 
policeman became suspicious of him 
as he was acting furtively. 

The officer chased him into a 
public toilet, where Woods was 
trapped with the £23.20 meat he had 
stolen from Waitrose. 

Store staff were unaware of the 
theft until they got a call from the 
officer — and a CCTV check showed 
Woods in the act. 

Richard Parkin, prosecuting, said: 
“On interview Mr Woods said ‘T can’t 
believe I have been so stupid’.” 

Mr Parkin described Woods’s 
criminal record as “formidable”, with 
more than 50 offences recorded 
against him, mainly for petty theft 
and possession of Class A drugs. 

Scott Neilson, defending, said 
Woods had struggled to overcome his 
drug habit, but was at last making 
progress. 

He said: “He has no family, no 
home, no prospects. Most of his 
friends are heroin addicts, so he finds 
himself in a catch-22 situation.” 

Mr Neilson said Woods had not 
touched drugs in prison, but was set- 
tled in a flat. He had a £65 grant, but 
could not get money to furnish it. 


He had gone to Waitrose to meet 
somebody and was tempted because 
he knew he could get money for the 
meat easily. 

Mr Neilson said: “He did it on the 
spur of the moment so he could put 
money in the electricity meter. 

“He’s sorry for being weak enough 
to lapse into stealing. He’s had every 
sentence under the sun. 

“I suggest a conditional discharge 
so he can show he really means to 
change. If he offends he will go back 
to prison and lose his flat.” 

Giving Woods a conditional dis- 
charge for a year, Chairman of the 
Bench William Ferrier said: “There’s 
nothing we can do with you as noth- 
ing seems to work. You have one last 
chance.”

Horse chestnut trees under 
attack from killer diseases 


BY EDHILL 


ENVIRONMENTAL experts are 
warning of a disease that is killing 
conker trees and has echoes of 
the devastating infestation that 
wiped out thousands of elm trees 


some 50 years ago. 

The sight of brown and diseased horse 
chestnut trees in the middle of summer is 
becoming increasingly common. 

The trees, which produce conkers, are 
threatened by three major problems. 

The most serious is bleeding canker. The 
symptoms appear as an orangey-brown 
syrup oozing from the trunk of the tree. It can 
also sometimes be seen in the upper branch- 
es. In serious cases the whole diameter of the 
trunk can be affected, leading to the tree’s 
death in as little as three years. 

Graham Majin, from the independent video 
company Kershmedia, near Maidstone, 
recently noticed the trees outside his office 
looked like they were dying. He decided to 
make a short film about the problem, show- 
ing some of the locally affected trees. 

He said: “It really stood out that the trees 
had turned brown. After researching it, we 
realised it was happening all over the South 
East, although it does seem a bit worse in the 
east of the county.”

horse chestnut is the leaf miner moth. The 
insect’s grubs primarily damage the leaves, 
causing them to turn brown and drop off 
prematurely. 

However, it is not thought the moth ulti- 
mately kills trees and they can recover.

The tree is also affected by the leaf-blotch 
fungus, which although relatively harmless 
does cause unsightly brown marking in the 
foliage. Unfortunately, the problem can also 
look like symptoms caused by a dry summer, 
meaning many people at first may not realise 
a tree in their garden has a problem. 

Mr Majin said: “We were videoing one 
tree near the River Medway when a local 
homeowner came out to ask what we were 
doing. They had not even realised their 
own tree was affected. They just thought it 
was drought.” 

The problem echoes the devastating effects 
of Dutch elm disease, which wiped out almost 
the entire UK elm population in the late 60s 
and early 70s. 

It is also thought it could have links to 
another phenomenon known as sudden oak 
death syndrome. Despite its name, the infec- 
tion attacks many types of tree and shrubs 
and is thought to spread rapidly through 
rhododendron bushes, infecting other plants. 

The British Trust for Conservation Volun- 
teers based at the Singleton Environment 
Centre in Ashford said members had noticed 
the problem was increasing but they had not 
yet carried out a survey. 

The environmental group says it is looking 
for more volunteers to be tree wardens who 
monitor woodland in their local area.

Margate’s two lifeboats, together with a 
third from Ramsgate, will carry out a rescue 
display in the harbour, and organisers also 
hope to have a restored historic lifeboat on 
show either in the harbour or on the Main 
Sands. 

Food and craft stalls will be available, and 
between 1pm and 9pm live music will be play- 
ing in the town’s piazza. 

Later in the year a formal ceremony will 
take place when a 150th-anniversary framed 
velum will be presented to the station. 

Paul Hodson, lifeboat operations manager 
at Margate, said it was an important year 
for the station to commemorate the commit- 
ment and sacrifice of generations of volunteer 
lifeboat crews. 

He also praised the supporters who helped 
maintain the traditions of the lifeboat service.

Task force's chance

I welcome the news a special task 
force has been set up to spearhead 
the regeneration of Cliftonville 
West and Margate Central wards.

There are many vulnerable 
people living in the task-force 
area who may end up losing out, 
or being treated unfairly, as a 
result of the major changes that 
will be taking place. 

These people need support and 
advice so they are not excluded. 

The only way to do this is for the 
powers-that-be to engage with the 
local community and voluntary 
organisations working in the area 
to ensure that change proceeds on 
the basis of consensus and fairness.

Gary Wright questions the current obsession with getting a university education 


WHY do so many people HAVE to go to university, 
and why was there so much upset last Thursday? 

Surely no parent, or adult, can advise an 18-year- 
old that he or she is doing the right thing by studying, 
say, history of art, knowing that theyll leave with a 
£20,000 debt and poor employment prospects. 

Our education system is in trouble. For too long, 
successive governments have used the university 
system to ensure thousands of youngsters don’t 
appear on unemployment figures. 

Once upon a time, uni meant something. For most of 
the 20th century, it actually meant you were from a 
privileged background and you got three years of punt- 
ing and partying before you left to command the oiks. 

But during the 60s and 70s university-education 
entry was widened a little. The undergraduate was in 
the main hairy, a bit smelly and thought LSD and 
marijuana were a vital part of the thought process, 
but they largely went on to contribute to our society 
(or, in the case of doctors, emigrate). 

In the 80s, Britain embraced the ‘greed is good’ 
philosophy, and who gave a toss about personal devel- 
opment when East End lads earned millions in the 
City without a qualification to their name? So the 
whole university system got a bit shaky. 

Then, with the spectre of increasing unemployment 
in the early 90s (remember how bad we all thought 
that recession was?), it seemed like a good idea to 
keep kids in school for as long as possible. 

Polytechnics were allowed to become universities in 
1992, ending work-orientated courses, and uni became 


open to all. For me the University Of The West Of 
England will always be Bristol Polytechnic. Bristol has 
a university — it’s called Bristol University. 

So, year after year, more and more youngsters with 
ever-improving A-level results sampled university life 
for three short years (a student year is only about five 
months of ‘work’, remember). 

And so you parents who fear for your child’s future 
unless they go to uni, remember it is not the end of 
their world: take a look at the degrees on offer and 
remember a lot are just made up. 

Deans have allowed degree courses to be invented to 
fit demand because it brings in money. Universities 
will take the cash and give you a ribboned scroll at the 
end with 2:1 written on it for all manner of nonsense. 

Students studying sport, media and culture at 
Staffordshire in 2008 really did read about David 
Beckham; computer-games degrees really do exist. 

We old folk remember when a degree was a reward 
for study. Since the 1980s — in many cases — all it 
proves is that you turned up for a few lectures and got 
a dissertation in on time (and my, hasn’t the internet 
aided the quality of work handed in... and speed). 

And the best argument of all for university —it meant 
the teenager finally left home and learned to look after 
him, or her, self, and meet new people from other walks 
of life — has collapsed, too: most kids can’t afford to live 
anywhere else, so they stay with mum and dad. 

I despair. And as the parent of two teenagers, I hope 
I am brave enough to advise them NOT to go and 
waste three years on some contrived degree course.

Blast from the past is

As people may be becoming aware, 
the Roman Villa archaeology dig on 
Folkestone’s East Cliff has begun as 
part of a wider project. 

It is a great experience, especially 
as it’s on a community-involvement 
basis. 

To date an increasing number 
of locals and tourists have been 
visiting the site, with some 
becoming involved as volunteers. 

Furthermore, a number of 
trenches have been opened, under 
the supervision of the professionals, 
so that people can get some hands- 
on experience of such activities. 

Usually on such a dig you have to 
look through slots in surrounding 
hoardings. 

Those who have already become 
involved have been helping with 
things from digging to cleaning 
finds or doing research about the 


site and area, as well as talking to 
visitors. 

So far, finds have included 
artefacts from the prehistoric 
through to the Roman era via the 
Stone, Bronze and Iron Ages and so 
are providing a fascinating further 
insight into east Kent’s history. 

With history and archaeology 
programmes on the TV and radio 
increasing in number, this sort of 
event, which will extend over the 
next two years and further around 
Folkestone, will further foster even 
more interest in our local, and 
maybe the country’s, antecedents.

Renewable energy 
can keep costs low 


If new Secretary of State for Energy 
and Climate Change Chris Huhne 
is true to his word, then every town 
hall in Kent could become a mini 
power station. 

The energy minister has 
announced plans that will allow 
councils to install renewable- 
energy power-units such as wind 
turbines, solar panels and other 
forms of natural-energy power and 
to feed the power into the National 
Grid for a cash return. 

The money generated could be 
used to limit council-tax increases. 

Kent Green Party welcomes this 
move in principle. 

The legal ban on councils 
supplying electricity imposed in 
1976 was absurd. 

Removing this barrier would 
mean that each council in Kent 
and Medway would no longer 
have to work through other 
organisations to generate power but 
could now press on directly with 
developing money-saving schemes. 

Several councils have already 
developed renewable-energy 
schemes that can generate more 
than 600,000kwh of wind, tidal or 
solar energy locally, but the present 
Local Government Act prevents 
local councils from selling electricity 
not produced alongside heat. 

Kent Green Party is concerned 
that Mr Huhne’s proposal may be 
watered down after lobbying from 
the energy companies which fear 
real competition. 

Prior to 1948, local council- 
produced gas and electricity was 
commonplace in England. 

There is also a general problem 
of scarce funds for such investment 
given excessive cuts already 
imposed upon and planned for local 
government.

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Don't expect Stallone's explosive 
action reunion to blow you away

BRAWN triumphs over brains in 
Sylvester Stallone’s explosive 
adventure that shoehorns some of 
the biggest names of the movie 
action genre into one preposterous, 
all-guns-blazing film. 

And shoehorn is a good description because 
there is so much gym-honed, rippling muscle 
on display here, you can barely see the back- 
ground or supporting cast in some of the shots. 

Admittedly, Jean-Claude Van Damme and 
Steven Seagal are nowhere to be seen — pre- 
sumably both were too busy headlining their 
latest straight-to-DVD thrillers. 

However, Stallone has assembled an impres- 
sive array of gun-toting beefcakes past and 
present, casting himself in the plum role of the 
steely mercenary with the heart of gold, who 
vanquishes evil in the name of love. 

The highlight is a scene in a church in which 
Stallone’s hero and his rival Trencher (Arnold 
Schwarzenegger) meet to compete for a con- 
tract from the mysterious Mr Church (Bruce 
Willis). 

“Give the job to my friend here. He loves 
playing in the jungle,” deadpans Arnie, refer- 
ring to Stallone’s gung-ho exploits as Rambo. 

“What’s his problem?” asks Church. 

“He wants to be President,” quips Stallone. 

It’s all downhill from there. 


Mercenaries 


Barney Ross (Stallone) is the leader of a 
band of mercenaries known as The 
Expendables — guns for hire with the firepow- 
er and resources to accomplish the jobs that 
seem impossible. 

These hard men are hired to overthrow 
General Gaza (David Zayas), who rules the 
small island of Vilena with an iron fist. 

Barney is joined by the usual suspects: for- 
mer SAS operative Lee Christmas (Jason

Statham), martial arts master Yin Yang (Jet 
Li), weapons specialist Hale Caesar (Terry 
Crews), demolitions expert Toll Road (Randy 
Couture) and combat veteran Gunnar Jensen 
(Dolph Lundgren). 

The team infiltrates the island but Barney 
and the gang soon discover that Gaza isn’t the 
only enemy on Vilena: rogue CIA agent James 
Monroe (Eric Roberts) and his hulking body- 
guard Paine (‘Stone Cold’ Steve Austin) are 
pulling the strings. 

To add to the team’s problems, Barney falls 
for the charms of the General’s feisty daughter 
Sandra (Giselle Itie), who is nothing like her 
cruel old man. 

So when she is taken hostage by Monroe, the 
smitten team leader risks everything to save 
the woman he loves. 


The Expendables does everything you 
expect as loudly and brashly as possible, like 
razing almost the entire nation in the name of 
liberty (analogies with current conflicts are 
completely accidental). 

Stallone and Statham enjoy the lion’s share 
of the fight sequences, the latter proving once 
again that he is a master at delivering limp 
dialogue in monotone. 

Lundgren enjoys one of his meatiest roles in 
years and there is a bruising hand-to-hand 
fight sequence for Li, who quips at one point: 
‘Because I’m smaller, I have to work harder’. 

The script, co-written with Dave Callaham, 
gives a cursory nod to characterisation, but 
really it’s all about the big bangs and outra- 
geous destruction, and Stallone’s film has that 
in abundance.

THERE once was a time when the 
words “Would you like to watch my 
holiday video?” filled any guest with 
dread. 

The prospect of spending hours in a 
darkened room watching images of 
your host in his Speedos meant a 
quick excuse to leave was required. 

But the Home Movie Roadshow, 
currently being screened on BBC4, 
has given the humble home flick a 
new lease of life. 

The footage taken from the last 100 
years gives a fascinating insight into 
the past through the images shot not 
by professionals but by the public. 

The programme is a joint project 
with the BBC and the British Film 
Institute. 

So far it has unearthed the earliest 
wedding ceremony ever recorded in 
the UK. The 1905 nuptial was a 
grand baronial affair in Scotland.

There have also been images of the 
last days of the Raj and a record of life 
in Chingford over the last 50 years. 

In the first programme, a local man 
shot intriguing images of Princess 
Diana making a hospital visit with 
Prince Charles just after they were 
married. The Prince’s discomfort at 
her attracting all the attention by the 
public can clearly be seen. 

To add a little glamour we are also 
shown some of the home movies of 
the stars of the screen. 

So far we have seen Spike Milligan 
relaxing with his family, although he 
appeared to be very much like his on- 
screen persona. There have also been 
shots of the Monty Python team 
playing football with a rolled up 
newspaper rather than getting down 


to work on their script. 

In the last programme there were 
amazing shots of scuttled German 
battleships being refloated so a sal- 
vage company could sell them for 
scrap and images of packed streets in 
Notting Hill in the 1920s. It was 
nothing to do with the carnival but a 
funeral procession after a pub fire in 
which many locals were killed. 

The programme is presented by 
Kirsty Walk and the too enthusiastic 
Dan Cruickshank. 

Mr Cruickshank’s love of the past 
may be infectious, but the symptoms 
appear to leave you a gibbering idiot 
sitting on a sofa. 

A lot of the footage has no sound, so 
the viewer's attention is drawn to 
every movement or expression. It 
also captures something a photo 
never can — the way people walk, talk 
and interact with each other.

Expect the rides of your lite 
through the historic Rhine

“TM sure the itinerary said 
‘boat tour’,” I thought as I 
furiously paddled along the 
river Rhine in a shaky old 


wooden canoe. 

I was distinctly unimpressed with 
our mode of transportation, having 
associated the promised ‘boat tour’ 
with visions of a grand paddle 
steamer, the wind in my hair and an 
assortment of devilish cocktails. 

Instead, I was part of an out-of- 
shape, out-of-sorts eight-man row- 
ing team, led by a slightly crazed, 
drill sergeant-esque canoe captain. 

Suffice it to say, the tortuous hour- 
long river row section of my four-day 
trip to the Lower Rhine region, 
beginning in Germany and ending 
in Holland, was not among my holi- 
day highlights. 

Td arrived two days earlier, flying 
from London Stansted to Dusseldorf 
Weeze, West Germany. 

The evening was spent relaxing in 
the nearby Hotel De Poort, with 
myself and my travel companions 
slowly slipping into holiday mode 
thanks to a leisurely plunge in the 
pool and a quick stint in the sauna. 

The next morning our refreshed 
group was driven to the Skihalle 
Neuss, an enclosed snow park boast- 
ing a testing ski run and a slippery 
sledding lane for children and non- 
skiing but enthusiastic journalists. 

After a hearty traditional Alpine 
lunch at the centre we moved on to 
the historic city of Krefeld. 

The visit coincided with the city’s 
annual fashion show, the biggest out- 
door event of its kind in the world. 

The more fashion-conscious mem- 
bers of our entourage assured me 
the festival was something of a big 
deal, however I was more than con-

tent sitting at a table in the middle 
of the square with an ice-cold beer. 

Our last stop of the day was Kleve, 
most notably known through its 
association with Anne of Cleves, the 
fourth wife of Henry VIII. 

We enjoyed dinner at the 
Restaurant Konigsgarten, situated 
beneath the grand _ Castle 
Schwanenburg (Swan Castle). 

We took an after-dinner stroll up 
the windy pathways to the top of the 
hill in order to take in the 10th 
Century castle in all its glory. 

The building has enjoyed a varied 
life, having been occupied by the 
dukes of Kleve from its founding 
until the 18th Century, when it fell 
in to use by the local government. 

It later served as a prison before 
being transformed into a museum, a 
use it retains to this day. 

The following day — known forever 
as The Day of the Forced River Row 
— began brightly, with an interesting 
Gecco bike ride through the award- 
winning gardens in Kleve to the 
river Rhine. 

The Gecco bikes are round bicycles 
for up to seven people, with each 
rider sitting in a circular fashion fac- 
ing inwards, pedalling and one rider, 
facing forwards, steering. 

All is well when you're in the driv- 
ing seat, but fear takes hold when 


you find yourself in a rear-facing 
pedal seat. 

Our row-athon followed, taking us 
from Germany to Holland. 

After a cool-down period and some 
one-on-one counselling we were 
whisked away to Nijmegen, the old- 
est city in Holland. 

We were treated to a relaxing tour 
of the historic city, which celebrated 
its 2,000th anniversary in 2005. 

The city is most recently famed for 
being caught up in fighting during 
the Second World War, owing to its 
proximity to a key river crossing. 

The Allies launched Operation 
Market Garden, the largest airborne 
operation of all time, in a bid to 
secure vital bridges between 
Nijmegen and Eindhoven. 

Our final stop was at the Kroller- 
Muller Museum, in Veluwe, famed 
for housing one of the world’s largest 
collections of Van Gogh paintings. 

The four-day Rhine region tour is 
perfect for families looking to take in 
culture on the move. Through flying 
in to Germany and out of Holland 
you are forced to keep travelling, 
rather than settling in one place. 

There is plenty of history on offer 
along a short distance of the Rhine 
and more than enough to keep the 
youngsters entertained. 

A perfect multi-city city break.

LIKE that varnish you daub on 
doors, the original 2003-vintage 
Vauxhall Meriva did what it said

you could probably park a baby in there except 
that you'd be in trouble with social services. 

Engine options include new generation 
small capacity turbocharged petrol engines. 

The efficient fuel consumption — from an 
average mpg in the mid-40s — and extra power 
of these boosted units renders the normally- 
aspirated 1.4 entry unit almost surplus to 
requirements. 

However, even the racier, cleaner and mean- 
er petrol engines may have a job outselling 
the diesels, including a 1.3-litre capable of 
averaging nearly 60mpg and a miserly 
ecoF LEX variant due later in 2010. 

Neverthless, our 120PS (118bhp) output 1.4- 
litre turbocharged petrol test car highlighted 
how petrol is charging back aided by the 
lightness and smoothness of the powereplant 
versus an equivalent diesel. 

It made it easy to forget you were driving an 
MPV and the Astra-derived chassis felt taut 
and responsive enough for rare occasions 
when a car like this is not crammed with kids. 

The cabin is predictably airy and the Meriva 
would be easy to live with and even rather 
staylish. It is certainly more memorable and 
likely to sell better than its predecessor.

New borrowers find 
fixed-rate mortgages 
more attractive deal 


FIXED-RATE mortgages look more 
appealing to homeowners than they 
have been in previous months, according 
to leading independent mortgage and 
remortgage advisors John Charcol. 

Latest figures from the Council of 
Mortgage Lenders show that fixed-rate 
deals accounted for 48 per cent of new 
borrowers taking out a mortgage in June, 
the highest proportion so far this year. 

Fixed rates have fallen in popularity 
this year due to the historically low 
base rate of interest, but with prices 
falling they are beginning to find favour 
again. 

Ray Boulger, senior technical manager 
at John Charcol, said the gap between 
tracker rates and fixed rates has fallen 
in recent months, partly because a num- 
ber of mortgage lenders have begun to 
increase their tracker rates. 

“Although I think trackers generally 
still offer better value, you can certainly 
make out a much better case for buying 
a fixed rate now because the gap 
between trackers and fixed rates has 
narrowed,” he said. 

This is particularly true for five-year 
and other longer-term fixed-rate deals, 
he added.

Fall in repossession rates 
Sign of economic stability

THE number of homes being repos- 


sessed across the country is falling. 

The Council of Mortgage Lenders in the UK 
has confirmed a reduction in the figure over 
the second quarter of this year. 

This was despite the fact recent information 
on the UK property sector seemed to indicate a 
downturn in both business and property prices. 

A total of 9,400 properties were repossessed 
in the three months to June 2010, which is 
down 400 from the previous quarter and down 
2,400 compared with the same period last year. 

As a consequence, the Council of Mortgage 
Lenders has revised its forecast for reposses- 
sions for the full year to 39,000, against an 
initial forecast last year of 53,000. 

This also compares favourably with the total 
of 47,700 properties repossessed during the 
whole of 2009. 

Again this would appear to indicate that 
fewer people are falling behind with their 
mortgage payments, which would in itself 
indicate an improvement, or at least stability 
in the UK economy. 


However, this comes at a time when the 
public-sector budget is being slashed, the eco- 
nomic revival appears to be flagging and UK 
property prices have begun a downturn. 

Whether or not the new forecast of 39,000 
repossessions in 2010 is revised — if the econo- 
my does falter in the second half of this year — 
remains to be seen. 

The latest figures show UK house prices 
were little changed in July and will struggle 
to rise during the rest of the year, property 
consultancy Acadametrics said. 


Emergency 


Prices in England and Wales rose 0.1 per cent 
from June, when they fell by the same amount, 
the group said in a statement in London. 

Values are up 8.1 per cent from a year earli- 
er to an average £220,685. 

Acadametrics chairman Peter Williams said: 
“Continuing low interest rates are helping. 
We are clearly in a period of considerable 


uncertainty and, at best, the market is likely 
to continue to remain close to flat.” 

Home-buying may be restrained by weaken- 
ing consumer confidence as the Government 
prepares the biggest spending squeeze since 
the World War Two to tackle the record deficit. 

Bank of England policymakers maintained 
emergency stimulus for the economy this 
month, and Governor Mervyn King said the 
UK faced a “choppy” recovery. 

The increase in house prices in July was the 
first since February and came as the number 
of transactions rose 11 per cent from June to 
about 72,100 as more people put their proper- 
ties on the market, the report said. 

Nationwide Building Society’s index of UK 
consumer sentiment fell in July to a 15-month 
low of 56 last month. 

There was concern that the Government’s 
fiscal plans would curb economic growth and 
erode spending power. 

Chancellor of the Exchequer George Osborne 
will raise sales tax to 20 per cent from the 
current 17.5 per cent in January and the Bank 
of England has cut its forecasts for growth. 


Homeowners not motivated into having a greener home 


DESPITE the fact many home- 
owners are aware of the benefits 
of adding energy efficiency meas- 
ures such as solar panels to their 
homes, this is not reflected in the 
number of people who actually 
carry out the changes, the National 


Home Improvement show has said. 

Michael Holmes, spokesman for 
the show, said there remains a 
gap between “understanding and 
implementation” of green home 
improvements, as people are good 
at looking at short-term gains, but 


less so at longer-term benefits.

B&Q owner Kingfisher reported 
last month that like-for-like UK 
sales fell by 4.4 per cent in the ten 
weeks leading up to July 10, indi- 
cating perhaps that fewer Brits are 
renovating their homes overall.
